thought of treaſon againſt my Soveraigne or dif- 
loyalty to my Country, I am ſo farre from ſuch 
imaginations, that I will rather perish at his Ma. 
jeſties fee. and ſufferany punishment whatever 
ſhall bethought requiſite ro briuga period to my 
life and fortunes, then live ſtained with ſuch a 
horrid denomination as Traytor: And am ſo 
farr incenſed againſt theſe reports, that I vow to 
GodTwillto the uttermoſt of my power maine: 
raine the rightfull power and prerogatives of his 
ſacred Majefty, ro whom I deſire. to approve my: 
ſelfe anobedicnr ſubject and ſervant, and his Go. 
vernitieht as the undoubted and lawful Kingover 
his Maiefties Kingdomesof England, Scotland; 
atd: Treland :'1 deſire not to be diſobedient to 
any'the Lawes and Ordinances of his Parliament 
forthe good Government of his Kingdomes, that 
may not abridee and reſtrainethe froe exerciſe: 
of the Roman religion, which 1 am devoted to 
and am ingaged to maintaine-in duty to God and 
reſpet of my future happineſſe and ſalvation, 
Ker Maiefty, my Gratious Queene, I will co my 
power endeavour to obcy,and her rightful raign 
in 


in his Maieſties Domintons under his. Governe- 
ment epdeavour to uphiold and-maintaipeto the 
uttermoſt of my life and Fortune: And ſuch re. 

R and honour I owe to my Lady, whom my 
prayers are daily for, andto whom | recommend 
my deareſt affeCtions, that ſhe way be confident 
I will intermeddic with any affaires that: may 1 
hope y-e deſtruQiveto.my ſelfe or Family, or 
in defamation to mine or her Honour, which I 
humbly deſire your Honour ts certific her, and 
to preſent his Maicſty with my unchangeable and 
dutifull Intentions,

Some paſſages of the afftixes here inJrgeudl 
thoughr-good to preſent you with all which is 
neceſſary to be raken notice oft '- There was 4, 
great Battell fought before the City 'of Dublin, 
where was ſlaine 4000. Eagliſhar.d Scotch, and: 
Sir Edward Dexay one of our Captaines wich his; 
forces of 400, Souldiers hath Slaine Thomar Egey. 
with five hundred moreof his Souldiers,and put 
ali the reſt -( beſides fome: priſoners taken )'to- 
Flight. This is the greateſt overthrow to the 
Engliſh as yet hath been : And'Sir Edward 
Denny having the V ictory, on the next morning 
b-ing by his Souldiers ſaluted in a moſt Noble 
manner, for their better encouragement, gave to 


each Souldier five pounds, and in vindication, of, 


his reputation made a royall Feaſt ty emertzine: 
his Souldiers, in a deriding and ſcofhng man- 
ner tothe Engliſh. There was alſo another skir- 
miſh on ſaturday laſt, which continued ſome 8. 
houres betweene the Forces under the command 
ofthe Lord Oſmond Neterfield and others, and 
the Forces under the Command of Sir Simoyx 
Haregcourt, Sir William Cootes, Mr, Moore of the 
Engliſh 3 the L. Dowglas, Sir Charles Bland, Mr, 
Henry Stewart, and others of the Scots, where 
were Slaine 2000.,Iriſh, and about 100, Scotch 
and Engliſh, the reit ofthe Iriſh being forced to 
retire, great ſpoyles being left by them as a prey 
to the Engliſhgpf Ammunition and proviſionof

Viauall, ſufficient to furniſh and maiiitaine 505 
men for 6, months, which was a great weaknirg 
to the Catholike party : And thus having ro 
more at this preſent, I will not be troubleſome 
ts your HopoOur, but humbly take my leave. |
